Eleventh Chief Justice To 
Relinquish His Duties 
On July I

th* Agricultural Adjustment Act. 
Differences between the court and 
the administration reached a cli­ 
max in 1937 when Mr. Roosevelt 
proposed to congress "new blood” 
be injected into the court by adding 
a member for each justice over 70 
and six months of age who did not 
retire. Tile proposal precipitated a 
spectacular and acrimonious ora­ 
torical battle on Capitol Hill. 
Hughes was widely credited with 
playing an im portant behind-the- 
scenes role in bringing about the 
ultim ate defeat of the court re­ 
organization plan. 
Ufo In Public Service 
Before he ascended the bench as 
chief justice in 1930, Hughes had 
had a full and brilliant life in 
public service. 
An eminent lawyer, he served his 
native New York first in a series of 
special investigations, and later for 
two terms as governor. 
President T aft named him associ­ 
ated justice of the supreme court 
In 1910, an office he resigned in 
1918 to campaign as the Republi­ 
can party’s nominee for .president 
of the United States. Hughes tost 
to Woodrow Wilson by "such a nar­ 
row margin that he went to bed one 
night thinking he had been safely 
elected, only to awaken a defeated 
candidate. 
He was secretary of state in the 
Harding and Coolidge adm inistra­ 
tions. In this role, he electrified the 
world by proposing drastic rearm a­ 
ment to the !92l Washington arms 
conference and ultimately won some 
of his recommendations. 
In some of the best-known opin­ 
ions written by the chief justice 
since he was appointed by Presi­ 
dent Harding to succeed William 
Howard Taft, the court: 
Sustained the constitutionality of 
the national labor relations act. 
Called sit-down strikes “a high­ 
handed proceeding without shadow 
of legal right." 
Declared 
the NRA 
unconstitu­ 
tional.
